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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  December,  estimated  at 
45,695,000  gallons,  was  5 percent  larger  than  in  December  1962  and  also  5 percent 
more  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
Production  declined  J percent  from  November  1963 » compared  with  9 percent  at  this 
time  in  1962  and  3 percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-61  period.  December's  output 
was  the  second  largest  on  record  for  the  month  and  was  within  1 percent  of  the 
record  production  of  December  1959*  The  high  ice  cream  production  occurred  in  spite 
of  below-normal  average  temperatures  during  December  in  almost  the  entire  country. 
Normal  or  above-normal  temperatures  occurred  in  only  two  limited  areas  of  the  We st< 

(1)  Western  Washington  and  a narrow  coastal  strip  extending  into  northern  California; 

(2)  An  irregular  area  including  much  of  Nevada  and  the  southern  portions  of  Cali- 
fornia and  Arizona.  Estimated  ice  cream  production  in  1963  totaled  720,990,000 
gallons.  This  record-breaking  output  was  3 percent  more  than  the  previous  high  of 
1962  and  6 percent  above  the  average . 

Compared  with  December  1962,  increases  in  ice  cream  production  in  all  regions 
varied  from  1 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  to  7 percent  in  the  East  North  Central. 
Output  was  5 percent  more  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  the  South  Central. 
Other  gains  were  3 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States,  4 percent  in  the  Moun- 
tain, and  6 percent  in  the  pacific.  In  the  three  leading  ice  cream-producing  states 
production  was  up  3 percent  in  New  York,  11  percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  8 percent 
in  California. 

Compared  with  the  December  1957-61  average,  production  was  more  in  all  regions 
except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  1 percent  less.  Increases  ranged  from  2 per- 
cent in  the  South  Atlantic  States  to  8 percent  in  the  Pacific  Production  was  up  5 
percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States  and  7 percent  m the  North  Atlantic.  Out- 
put was  6 percent  larger  in  both  the  West  North  Central  Region  and  the  Mountain. 
Production  was  up  3 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  9 percent  in  California,  and  17  percent 
in  New  York.

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Ice  milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  December  was  estimated  at 
9,055,000  gallons.  'This  vas  l4  percent -above  the  previous  record -high  output  of 
December  1962  and  48  percent  greater  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  The 
12 -month  total  output  in  1963  vas  193,865,000  gallons  - 4 percent  more  than  in  1962 
and  45  percent  greater  than  average.  Production  declined  17  percent  from  November 
to  December,  compared  vith  18  percent  at  this  time  in  1962  and  12  percent  in  the 
1957-61  period.  Increases  from  December  1962  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the 
best  North  Central.
